TOBACCO PLANT BEDS 

The tobacco bed is an important, 
if not the most important, feature 
in the tobacco crop. First, let us con¬ 
sider the location of the bed. The 
best land in the farm should be se¬ 
lected, preferably new ground, or 
new or old sod land. The location 
should be in a well drained place, 
rich in organic matter. It is best to 
select a new site each year for it 
prevents root-rot and other diseases. 
The bed should be prepared in the 
fall and if manure is used it should 
be applied then for it gives the ma¬ 
nure time to decay. 

Burning the bed is an important 
factor in preparing the bed. Burning 
destroys weed seeds and disease or¬ 
ganisms near the surface. 

The use of tobacco stalks as a fer¬ 
tilizer is not practicable for they may 
introduce disease. If fertilizer is used 
it should contain at least three per¬ 
cent nitrogen and if the bed is burned 
little or no potash is needed. 

One-half teaspoonful of seed is 
sufficient for 100 square feet of bed. 
An ounce of seed is sufficient to plant 
a bed 250ft. long and 9 ft. wide. The 
seed can be distributed easily even 
in windy weather if an ounce of seed 
is used in a peck of moist, not wet, 
sand. 200 square feet is sufficient for 
each acre of tobacco to be grown. 
The bed can be sown early as Febru¬ 
ary if seasoned conditions permit, 
but most seeding is done in March. 

If plants make an unsatisfactory 
growth, the application of 5 gallons 
of a solution of 10 pounds of Nitrate 
of Soda in 50 gallons of water to 
200 square feet of bed will be of 
great benefit. The solution should be 
sprinkled over the bed with a sprink¬ 
ling can and should be followed with 
an equal amount of water to prevent 
injury to the plants. 

In dry weather the plants should 
never be allowed to suffer for water. 1 
Watering once a week is far better 1 
than sprinkling. A barrel of water 
to 100 square feet of bed is not too 1 
much for the plants.—By JOSEPH 1
